The fact that Wcodrcw Wil- 
son's vote fell belc-.v that of Clark did 
not dishearten the Naw Jefoay candi- 
date's friends, because they did not 
expect as strong a showing for him 
as would be made for t.'ie Missonriau 
on the first ballot. Wilson's support- 
ers say there, is no doubt that when 
the contest narrows down to two or 
three candidates tbeit man will get 
the greatest share of tue support that 
las been given the 
c-jndidates who 


withdraw.

About this time each year the Rush 


county farmer is »een driving forth 
from Husliville. 
Milroy 
and other 


towns in the county with bulky par- 
cels done up in burlap and wound 
round with hemp cord. This 
year 


mighty few farmers are seen 
with 


such parcels. 
The explanation 
is 


simple. 
The parcels contain binder 


! twine to be used in wheat harvest. As 
there is no wheat—that is none to 
speak of—in Rush county this year, 
little twine is needed. 


"No, there is not much demand for 


binder twine for wheat/' said one 
dealer. 
"It is the lightest in thirty 


years. 
However, there will be con- 


siderable twine sold a 
little later. 


There is a big oats crop and the far- 
mers will need a lot of twine when 
they harvest it." 


.Another put it this way: "A right 


husky boy could carry on his should- 
er enough twine to tie up all the

LESSON FOR JUNE 30 


REVIEW OF SECOND QUARTER. 


GOLDEN TEXT—"I am not come t< 


destroy, but to lulflll."—Matt. 5:17. 


The lessons for this ..uarta be- 


long for the most part to the year 28 
known as the year of popularity. Be- 
ginning with the great Easter lesson 
there Is set forth the fact, certainty 
and meaning of the resurrection o 
our Lord, by which was demonstrated 
his fulfilling of the purpose of God 
both In his own life and in his work 
upon the cross whereby was made 
possible the establishment of the new 
kingdom. 
Several of these lessons 


are taken from his manifesto to show 
us the application of the law which 
he came to fill full with a newer and 
richer meaning. Speaking of the ideal 
Sabbath as contrasted with that pre- 
sented by the religious teachers of 
the day, Jesus uses the illustration o 
healing and also the plucking of grain 
to show us that man is of more value 
than the ceremonial observance of the 
law. Jesus proceeds in the third les- 
son to choose and set apart those 
who shall share with him in the 
tablishing of this new kingdom. 


In the fourth lesson Jesus depicts 


the character necessary for those who 
shall share with him In the fulfilling 
of God's purposes In this kingdom 
The blessings of poverty and 
the 


danger of riches form the subject mat- 
ter of the fifth lesson wherein we are 
taught a full revejation concernlnj 
life and its true substance. 


Key to Situation. 


The sixth lesson has to do with 


love as the secret of the fulfillment ol 
all that is required, of all that has 
been already stated, 
or that may 


hereafter arise. In this lesson by a 
set of skilful questions Jesus asks 
and answers the fundamental princi- 
ples of this law of love. 
So deep 


does he build and so high does he 
reach that we are compelled to 
claim, "Who is sufficient." 
And so 


it is that the seventh lesson logically 
follows the sixth, lor In this we find 
the key t3 the whole situation. Begin- 
ning with the verse that forms the 
golden text for today, Jesus goes on 
to show us ttet Vhat Is impossible 
with man is possible with God. That 
while the law is immutable and its 
penalties therefore still in force, tliat 
he, Jesus, is the one and only one who 
keeps the law outwardly and at the 
same time its spirit and intent as 
well; hence we have in htm and bis 
righteousness all that is essential. 


The eighth lesson still further car 


ries out this teaching by showing us 
the fact that in the constant 
con- 


sciousness of God there lies power 
that -will enable men, independent of 
oaths, in simple truth to lulHU all 
the requirements of truth. 


The ninth lesson Is one of the prac- 


tical applications of these principles 
which Jesus has been setting forth. 
The ancient high priest wkh the bells 
and pomegranates upon his garment 
carried as much fruit as noise Into the 
holy place. So Jesus, this new -high 
priest teaches us that though we are 
justified in the sight of God by our 
faith we demonstrate that faith In the 
Bight of men by our actions toward 
those about us. 


If we are truly and pfoperly spirit- 


ually related to him our alms and 
prayers and fasting will not be for 
the purpose of attracting the attention 
of men but each disciple will be as 
his master who sought only to glorify 
the Father. This Is the man who 
builds upon solid ground and whose 
house stands amid the breaking storm 
rather than the one whose house not 
so founded goes to pieces amid the 
storm. This is the tenth lesson. 


Dominant Notes. 


Following these lessons upon the 


kingdom Jesus is 
shown in 
the 


eleventh lesson as depicting John the 
Baptist's place and significance as the 
forerunner of himself and because of 
that position as being the exalted 
among those born of women yet he 
who in humbleness is little shall be 
greater even than John. John repre- 
sented the end of the old and Jesus 
the beginning of the new. 


The last lesson affords us a signifi- 


cant view, a radiant revelation, of the 
compassion and at the same time the 
mercilessly 
keen 
discernment 
of 


Jesus. His dealing with her who gave 
her best as contrasted with Simon 
who from his abundance gave only 
dlscdurtesy and friendless criticism, 
teaches us what should be the real 
heart motive of our lives. He who 
came to break the shell of self com- 
placency glorified the act of the sinful 
woman who in contrition broke her 
alabaster box at his'feet; he who lov- 
ing much could forgive much. 


Here are two or three notes that 


are dominant throughout the lessons 
of this quarter. He, Jesus, who is the 
light, not only setg up high standards 
but at the same time shows men the 
path of attainment Again in all of 
his work there Is a perfect co-opera- 
tion of the son1 with the Father in tho 
carrying out of the beneficent work 
of this new kingdom. 


Though the old is set aside it is 


not set down, but contrariwise it is 
raised higher, and in its fulfillment has 
ever raised men higher and nearer 
God.

There is no national for- 
eminent, but rather a continent di- 
vided into dependencies. 


Added to these difficulties are other 


eren more serious obstacles from,the 
standpoint of the missionary. Instead 
of one language, there are fire him 
dred. with more than three hundred 
dialects In addition. Instead of the 
thickly settled communities of Ai 
we find a population of scarcely fifteen 
to the squire mile. 


The civilization in many parts of 


this great continent is of the lowest. 
Polygamy, cannibalism, demon wor- 
ship are only a few of the manlfestar 
tions of a degradation almost incon- 
ceivable. 


But in spite of all these handicaps, 


missionary progress in Africa has 
>een truly remarkable. The gospel is 
warmly received. 
The people eeem 


hungry for a taste of the truth and 
be greatest obstacle to the progress 
of the Kingdom is not that presented 
by the natives but the fact that the 
resources in men and money are in 
sufficient to meet the demand. 


Says Naylor in his book, "Daybreak 


n the Dark Continent:" "In every 
quarter of the'Pagan Interior where a 
mission Bas been established long 
enough for Its purposes and work to 
be appreciated, chiefs and deputations 


om tribes ask far more missionaries 
han can be supplied.

MOT RADICAL ON THE TARIFF 


On This Point Recommendation Is 


Made For Such Downward Revision 
as Shall Not Injure the Legitimate 
Business Interests of the Country— 


• Strict Enforcement of Criminal Pro- 


vision of the Sherman Act Is Urged. 


Baltimore, June 28.—In brief here 


are the essentials of the Democratic 
national platform of 1912: 


Tariff—Such downward revision as 


will not injure the legitimate business 
interests of the country. 


Trusts—Strict enforcement of the 


criminal provision of the Sherman act. 
A strong declaration favorable to prin- 
ciple of "personal guilt." 


Currency Reform — Aldrich central 


bank plan condemned. 


Constitutional 
Amendment — One 


term for the president, election'of 
United States senators by popular 
Tote. 


Reforms—Enactment of an income 


tax law; declaration favorable to pri- 
mary system. 


Internal Improvements—Liberal ap- 


propriations for rivers and harbors; 
federal control of the Mississippi 
levees. 


Mr. Bryan had a good deal to do 


with the building of the platform, but 
some of his pet ideas were rejected. 
For example the committee refused to 
adopt a plank favorable to an inheri- 
tance tax as recommended by him. 


Mr. Bryan discussed the advisability 


of a reference to the initiative, refer- 
endum and recall, but sentiment devel- 
oped against this on the ground that 
whatever legislation might be enacted 
in this connection was solely within 
the sovereignty of the respective 
states. Mr. Bryan did not press his 
point. The tariff plank is not entirely 
satisfactory to Mr. Bryan. He favored 
indorsement of the doctrine of free 
raw material. He receded from his 
position on this question at the In- 
stance of other members of the com- 
mittee, who pointed out that the house 
Democrats in bills already passed had 
abandoned the doctrine of free raw 
material. A strong feeling was devel- 
oped in the committee against a third 
or even a second term for the presi- 
dent. 
The platform declares for a 


constitutional amendment limiting the 
tenure to one term, the length of the 
term being left to the discretion of 
congress. 


The currency plank is about the only 


section of the instrument that aroused 
any serious controversy. On all other 
questions the two factions met in a 
spirit of compromise and determined 
that whatever animosities might be 
developed in connection with the nom- 
ination of candidates, harmony should 
mark the deliberations of those en- 
gaged in the work of drafting the 
party principles for the year. Rec- 
ommendations for currency reform 
were drafted in general terms design- 
ed to guide the house committee on 
banking and currency, which is now 
making an inquiry into the subject. 


The sub-committee of the resolu- 


tions committee was composed of 
twelve members, of which Senator 
Kern of Indiana was chairman. Bryan 
men dominated the sub-committee. No 
objection was made therefore when a 
motion was made that Mr. Bryan and 
Senator O'Gorman should be empow- 
ered with the duty of drawing up a 
rough draft of the platform for con- 
sideration by the sub-committee, and 
tor ratification by the full committee. 
Therefore Mr. Bryan and Senator O'- 
3orman went into executive session 
and remained behind closed doors for 
about five hours. Then they knocked 
off for luncheon. 
By this time the 


platform was for all practical purposes 
lompieted. Over the luncheon table 
Uryan and O'Gorman put the finishing 
:ouches on the platform. 
That Mr. 


3ryan himself was disposed to concil- 
ate to some degree was indicated by 
le presence of Representative Brous- 
sard at the feast.

;he early one being Henry Halterinan,

.11 of Orange township. 


That the wheat in this township 


matured earlier than most wheat in 
ihe county is proved by the fact that 
he farmers began cutting here earli- 
er. It was predicted earlier in the 
week that no wheat would be cut be- 
fof e next week. 
Farmers, say the 


vfaeat cutting season is not as lulu 
is' it was expected it would be on ac- 
count of the poor condition o£ the 
;raiu.

Convention Frantic 
Over Candidates. 


WILD DEMONSTRATIONS 


Mnlnr t« See Wto Could Set 


HELD Ml JIL-KI6HT SESSION 


Sun Was Up long Before Nomi- 


nating Speeches Ended. 


. Baltimore, June 28.—When Major 
G. V. Menzies of Sit Vernon, a dele- 
gate from Indiana, moved, that the con- 
vention proceed to the nomination of a 
candidate for president, it lacked but 
a few minutes of 11 o'clock last 
night Chairman James directed the 
calling of the roll of states, each 
speaker to be allowed thirty minutes 
for a nomination speech. 
Alabama 


•was recognized and \Villiam B. Bank- 
head of that state, a son of Senator 
Bankhead, arose to nominate Oscar 
W. Underwood as the first candidate. 


The. leaders themselves acknowl- 


edged when the nominating speeches 
began that they had no idea what the 


outcome would be. The situation as 
regards a candidate was 'chaotic, and 
Bryan's attack on Ryan and Belmont 
had added-to the confusion. It was 
known, however, that New York's 
votes were to go to Harmon on the 
first'ballot, and to Champ Clark on 
the second. . Mayor Gaynor received 
only two votes in the New York dele- 
gation caucus. - The throwing of New 
York's votes to Clark was ^part of an 
agreement with Charles P. Murphy, by 
which Clark delivered a 
sufficient 


number of votes to insure the election 
of Judge Parker as temporary chair- 
man. 
There was a -possibility that 


Illinois and Indiana also might throw 
their votes to Clark. If Clark is able 
to hold his Bryan vote, Jie may stand 
a good chance for the nomination, but 
his followers expect that many of his 
delegates will be carried away from 
him on the first ballot. Wilson sup- 
porters entered the convention confi- 
dent that they would be able to carry 
off the nomination. As the nominating 
speeches began Clark and Wilson were 
clearly the most promising candidates, 
with John W. Kern of Indiana a pos- 
sibility in the event of a deadlock, and 
a shadow of Bryan himself. The con- 
servatives in the convention were pre- 
pared to accept Clark first and then 
either Wilson or Kern in order to de- 
feat Bryan's nomination. 


Chairman James announced at mid 


night that the convention would con 
tinue in session until the nominating 
speeches were made, but that ballot- 
ing would not begin until a recess had 
been taken, as the prospect for a long 
struggle seemed good. 


When Bankhead concluded his pre- 


sentation of Underwood's name there 
was a demonstration which continued 
for twenty minutes.- 
Arizona then 


yielded to Missouri and Senator James 
A. Reed began his speech nominating 
Champ Clark with a piece of poetry. 
He sketched the life of his candidate, 
but the crowd objected to the recital 
of the political history of Champ Clark 
and there were cries of "shut up" and 
"name him." The delegates and the 
galleries buzzed. The speaker finally 
concluded at 12:25 by naming Clark 
"a lion of Democracy." All over the 
hall small American flags bloomed 
from_the states_representing_about 475

Morgan, Ryan and Belmont, the Two 


Latter of Whom ~Are Delegates to 
the Convention, Were Given to Un 
derstand by Vote of 888 to 196 That 
Their Fine Italian Hands Were to 
Be Kept Out of Naming of Ticket 


Baltimore, June 2S.—When William 


J. Bryau offered a resolution calling 
for the withdrawal of Thomas P. Ryan 
and 
August Belmont of New York 


from the convention, the sensation of 
the Democratic national convention 
came at last night's session. Mr. Ryan 
is a member of the Virginia delega 
tion and August Belmont occupies a 
seat in New York's delegation. Both 
Ryan and Belmont were in the hall 
when the resolution was presented. It 
caused a tremendous uproar and pre- 
cipitated one of the most disorderly 
scenes witnessed in the convention 
hall since the Democrats gathered in 
Baltimore. Bryan challenged the New 
York and Virginia delegations each to 
put the question to a vote and offered 
to abide by the result. 
-New York 


state ignored his challenge and Mr. 
Ryan offered to .withdraw from the 
Virginia delegation. His Virginia fel- 
low delegates refused to accept his of- 
fer and assured him that they would 
combat the Bryan insult. 


After speeches in which Brayn bit- 


terly characterized both Belmont and 
Ryan to their faces and was answered 
in turn by equally forceful thrusts 
from members of the Virginia and 
other delegations, he withdrew the 
part of his resolution which called for 
the purging of the convention of Ryan 
and Belmont, but pressed to a vote 
the first part of the resolution, reading 
as follows: 


"Resolved, that in this crisis in our 


party's career and in our country's his- 
tory this conventioi sends greeting to 
the people of the United States and 
assures -them that the party of Jeffer- 
son and Jackson is still the champion 
of popular government and equality 
before the law. As a proof of our-fidel- 
ity to the people we hereby declare 
ourselves opposed to the nomination 
of any candidate for president who is 
the representative or who is under any 
obligation to J. Pierpont Morgan, 
Thomas F. Ryan, August Belmont, or 
any others of the privilege hunting or 
favor seeking class." This resolution 
was adopted by a vote of 888 to 196. 
When Mr. Bryan presented his resolu- 
tion there were cries of "no" from va- 
rious parts of the hall, while some del- 
egates leaped up and acclaimed Bryan. 
Senator Luke Lea demanded that any 
delegate who raised objection to the 
resolution must,give his name, and 
Delegate Thomas J. Spellasy of Hart- 
ford yelled back defiantly, and handed 
his name to the chair. Spellasy made 
tlie point of order that the resolution 
be referred to the resolutions com- 
mittee. A hand-to-hand parliamentary 
fight followed, some objecting to the 
convention going behind the returns 
and interfering with the right of a 
state to select its delegates, rich cr 
poor. 
Chairman 
James 
overruled 


these points of order, and then Mr. 
Bryan moved that the rules be sus- 
pended and that the convention pro- 
ceed to the consideration of the reso- 
lution. 


Opposition 
having 
been 
beaten 


down, Bryan stepped forward and pre- 
pared for a supreme effort. He open- 
ed the debate with a savage attack on 
August Belmont, Thomas F. Ryan and 
Charles F. Murphy. He did not in- 
tend, that the representatives of pred- 
atory interests should dominate the 
convention and stifle the wishes of the 
delegates. He spoke of the merciless 
despotic control-of the money trust. 


"I am not willing that August Bel- 


mont and Ryan shall come here with 
counsel," thundered Mr. Bryan, "and 
seek with the managers of this con- 
vention to dominate this convention. 
No sense of fairness or courtesy will 
stop me from protecting my party. I 
cannot speak for .the delegates. You 
must take the responsibility. I refuse 
to take the responsibilty." 


Congressman Flood of Virginia fol- 


lowed Mr. Bryan. "In the name of 
the sovereign state \of Virginia," he 
said, "I accept the insolent proposition 
made tyy the only man in'this conven- 
tion who would dare' make it," and 
there was a terrific yell. 
Delegates 


and visitors were out of their seats, 
standing on chairs, frenzied with ex- 
citement: The New York leaders had 
their heads together and the big men 
of the convention were dashing here 
and there for hasty conferences. 


John W. Price approved the first 


part of the resolution, but he declared 
that Virginia was willing to assume 
all responsibility for the delegates'she 
selected. Virginia was able to right 
her own wrongs, he asserted^ 


Bryan took the platform,.' looked 


down' at Murphy, and demanded if 
New York asked the withdrawal of the 
last part of the resolution. 


"Withdraw it yourself." the New 


Yorkers yelled back. 


"Does New York refuse?" Bryan 


persisted.

much excitement as if it had been a 
mask of stone. 


There was a wild scene when Con- 


gressman Flood of Virginia arose and 
in ringing tones said Mr*. Ryan had 
been elected by 1,000 Virginians, "as 
honest as Mr. Bryan ever was." Mr. 
Ryan had offered to withdraw, but 
Congressman Flood said he would not 
let him and "accepted the insulting 
proposition from the man .who wants 
to destroy the Democratic party." Mr. 
Flood's speech was a scorcher and he 
jot great applause when he finished. 
It was 9:25 p. m. when Bryan arose 
for his final effort. He said it was not 
necessary for him to defend his 'own 
reputation as a Democrat, and a voice 
shouted back, ' "And as a money 
maker." There were constant Inter- 
ruptions. 


Mr. Brj-an said he would withdraw 


the last part of the resolution, so that 
nobody could hide behind it, but that 
the delegates would have a chance on 
roll call to show what they thought of 
the first .part. He quoted the biblical 
doctrine. "If thy hand offend thee cut 
it off," and added, "it is worth while 
to cut off Ryan and Belmont to save 
the party." 


Voting on the motion to suspend the 


rules and pass the resolution began 
at 9:35. It required a two-thirds vote 
or 725 to suspend the rules. 
There 


was wild discord as the vote of the 
delegations was cast. The passage of 
lis resolution Mr. Bryan seemed to re- 
gard as the turning point in his fight 
against the so-called reactionaries. 
His face beamed as delegation after 
delegation fell in line for the measure. 
'The influence of the reactionaries in 
this convention has been eliminated," 


said. "We can now go out and win 


with a progressive candidate standing 
on a progressive platform." 


At the end of the roll call several 


states which had not given due con- 
sideration to the campaign effect of 
rejecting the resolution, changed their 
votes for it. At 10:48 p. m. Chairman 
James announced the vote—SS8 ayes, 
196 noes, and added, "The resolution 
is agreed to." There was a medley of 
cheers and hisses.
